SENATOR FROM 


KENTUCKY DIES 


Washington, Oct. 3 (AP) 
Senator 
M. M 
Logan (D.-Ky.) died of a 
heart attack about 2:30 o’clock this 
morning. 
He was 64 years old and had serv­ 
ed in the senate since 1931 
The senator missed Monday’s sen­ 
ate debate on tile neutrality issue 
but had not been considered seri­ 
ously IU. 
A physician was called 
during the night and was with him 
when he died 
Logan favored repealing the arms 
embargo as recommended by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt but had not taken an 
active role In public discussion of the 
issue. He had fought for many new 
deal measures, Including the Roose­ 
velt court bill in 1937 
He was the ranking democratic 
member of the senate military com­ 
mittee, served on the judiciary com­ 
mittee, and was chairman of the 
claims committee. 
Logan was elected attorney gen­ 
eral of Kentucky in 1915, resigning 
two years later to head the state 
tax commission 
He was elected to 
the state —COiirL of appeals in 1926 
and became chief justice just before 
entering the senate. 
Three sons and a daughter sur­ 
vive.

FRENCH READY 
FOR LONG WAR, 
SAYS WRITER 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
W ith the French Arm y on the 
W estern F ront. Oct. 3 <AP» — U n­ 
der front line shellfire I have ju st 
seen French forces attac k in g in th e 
S aar basin of G erm any. 
I also entered captured G erm an 
ground w ith advance troops In the 
W arndt forest, west of S aarbrueckcn. 
and w ent through su b te rra n ean g al­ 
leries of F ra n ce’s M aginot line on 
the first authorized trip of accredited 
correspondents to the w estern front 
Everywhere the im pression th a t 
F rench officers and troops gave was 
th a t they w-ere carrying on the fight 
to the finish and th a t w'hile they 
were not m aking any very extensive 
territorial gains th ey were taking 
pasitions of high strateg ic im p o rt­ 
ance. 
T he war on th e w estern front thus 
far is a cautious sp a rrin g m atch, 
w ith the F rench doing the leading 
There have been no big battles. 
T he troops are not even in trenches. 
They are skirm ishing in forests and 
raiding villages like th e old A m eri­ 
can Indian fighters. 
B ut despite the m ildness of the 
action as com pared w ith th e gigantic 
battles of th e W orld w'ar, this is 
serious business.

French officers estim ate the total 
G erm an casualties on th e west front 
since the w ar sta rted a m onth ago 
a t about 3,000, of w hich 500 to 600 
were believed to have been killed. 
F rench losses were described as less. 
French strateg y has been one of 
strictly local attack s to rectify th eir 
own lines, obtain inform ation on the 
opposing forces and cripple the Saar 
coal an d steel industry.

T h ere w'ere no indications th a t any 
general offensive was in prospect 
from eith er side in this heavily for­ 
tified region.

DROUGHT IN IO 
YEARS ROUTED

Substantial rains throughout the 
state appeared today to have broken 
what federal weather observers con­ 
sidered the worst drought in a dec­ 
ade in Pennsylvania. 
Rains brought chilling autumnal 
weather over most of the state, and 
in some western counties, sleet and 
snow flurries. 
The division of protection in the 
Department of Forest and Waters 
recalled from emergency duty special 
patrols of fire wardens who had kept 
a constant vigil in more than half 
of the state’s 145 fire towers since 
September I, start of the prolonged 
dry spell. 
George H Wirt, division chief, said 
rainfall during the last 24 hours 
had “wiped out for the time being” 
the danger of forest fires. 
Prior to 
the rains, he said, conditions were 
“exceedingly serious.” 
Water-soaked soil began running 
the surplus rainfall into lakes and 
streams, 
replenishing 
sources 
oi 
many public water systems. 
The York Haven power plant of | 
the Metropolitan Edison company 
on the lower Susquehanna resumed 
operations, after being idle a week 
A peak waterstage of 3.3 feet was 
expected at Harrisburg today, where 
only a month ago brackish water 
developed as the river level fell to 
a new low. 
The United States weather bureau 
at Philadelphia reported rains had 
helped late crops "a lot.” but await­ 
ed state-wide reports for a more de­ 
tailed report. 
Temperatures slid down to around 
40 degrees in many sectors; still 
further declines were expected, par­ 
ticularly in mountainous regions. 
The state Department of Health, 
however, reiterated a warning to all 
communities to conserve water sup­ 
plies in so far as possible, with H E. 
Moses, chief sanitary engineer, pre­ 
dicting: "We’re not out of the woods 
by any means.” 
"The outlook is a little more 
favorable than it was last week.” he 
said. 
"The necessity tor care in j 
saving water supplies, however, has 
not diminished."
